Cannabis  Cafe? 

The  conundrum  of  access  to  medical  pot 

With  the  recent  opening  of  a  Cannabis  Cafe  in  Portland  and  the 
announcement  of  a  planned  cafe  for  Eugene,  Oregon's  medical  marijuana 
patients  may  have  something  to  be  excited  about.  Under  Oregon's  law, 
patients  must  take  their  medication  in  private,  and  employers  and  local 
businesses  generally  don't  offer  any  such  accommodations.  The  proposed 
Cannabis  Cafe  may  provide  an  alternative  to  patients  who  would  otherwise 
need  to  return  home  or  risk  breaking  the  law  to  medicate. 

The  second  potential  benefit  would  be  to  increase  access  to  marijuana 
for  Oregon  patients.  Currently,  patients  must  grow  for  themselves  or  find 
someone  trustworthy  who  can  grow  for  them.  This  creates  a  conundrum 
for  terminal  patients  and  patients  undergoing  chemotherapy  who  may  need 
access  to  marijuana  right  away.  While  a  Cannabis  Cafe  may  help  address 
some  of  these  problems  with  Oregon's  law,  prudence  reguires  us  to  reflect 
on  whether  this  is  the  best  approach  to  resolving  these  deficiencies. 

The  name  Cannabis  Cafe,  for  many,  conjures  images  of  drug  tourists 
freguenting  the  cafes  of  Amsterdam,  a  perception  that  suggests  a  purpose 
outside  of  serving  chronically  and  terminally  ill  people.  One  wonders  whether 
there  may  also  be  plans  for  "insulin  cafes"  for  diabetics;  but  I  doubt  whether 
anyone  would  seriously  consider  such  a  prospect.  Medical  marijuana  is  a 
medication  for  individuals  with  legally  recognized  medical  conditions,  and 
should  be  treated  as  a  medication.  No  one  has  proposed  that  any  other 
medication  should  be  taken  in  a  social  environment  or  be  the  basis  of  social 
interactions,  so  why  should  this  be  so  for  marijuana? 

The  problem  is  that  the  idea  of  a  Cannabis  Cafe  blurs  the  lines  between 
two  separate  political  issues:  medical  marijuana,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
legalization  of  marijuana  for  recreational  use,  on  the  other.  Since  the 
inception  of  Oregon's  Medical  Marijuana  Program  (OMMP)  in  1999  patients 
have  been  accused  of  using  the  program  to  protect  illicit  drug  use  and  other 
illicit  activities  -  an  unfair  accusation  for  anyone  dealing  with  the  nausea 
and  discomfort  of  chemotherapy  or  debilitating  neuropathy,  among  other 
conditions.  Unfortunately,  programs  like  Cannabis  Cafes  will  continue  to 
put  patients  in  the  awkward  position  of  defending  a  medication  that  makes 
their  lives  bearable  and  will  embolden  groups  like  "Protect  Our  Society"  to 
continue  their  campaign  against  sick  and  dying  Oregonians. 

While  good  intentions  may  well  be  behind  the  opening  of  Cannabis  Cafes 
in  Oregon,  the  benefits  to  medical  patients  will  likely  be  outweighed  by  the 
risk  of  causing  Oregon's  program  to  be  perceived  as  a  ruse  for  legalization, 
rather  than  a  compassionate  measure  meant  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of  the 
chronically  and  terminally  ill,  as  was  originally  intended. 

Access  to  marijuana  continues  to  be  a  major  barrier  for  many  patients, 
and  practical  and  respectable  avenues  need  to  be  explored  for  addressing 
these  issues.  Some  have  proposed  state-licensed  dispensaries,  which  voters 
may  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  on  in  the  next  election  cycle.  Similar 
programs  have  been  implemented  in  several  other  states,  including  New 
Mexico,  but  not  enough  time  has  yet  passed  to  determine  the  success  of  such 
programs.  Nevertheless,  this  is  an  important  issue  that  is  worthy  for  debate. 
In  the  meantime,  patients  still  need  all  the  help  they  can  get  to  become 
self-sufficient  and  get  the  most  out  of  the  OMMP,  which  is  why  Compassion 
Center  has  always  focused  on  educating  patients  and  providing  the  tools 
necessary  for  success  under  Oregon's  program. 

Compassion  Center  is  a  nonprofit  medical  clinic  that  has  been  serving 
medical  marijuana  patients  in  Lane  County  since  2001.  In  addition  to 
providing  patients  the  opportunity  to  see  a  compassionate  doctor  with 
whom  they  can  discuss  the  medical  use  of  marijuana,  we  also  educate  our 
patients  about  the  OMMP  and  provide  them  with  classes  on  growing  and 
making  medical  preparations  of  marijuana  to  help  ensure  that  they  obtain 
the  maximum  benefit  from  Oregon's  program.  While  the  OMMP  still  has 
some  problems,  solutions  to  these  problems  should  reflect  the  reality  of  the 
medical  conditions  of  patients  who  find  relief  through  use  of  marijuana,  as 
well  as  respect  the  will  of  Oregon  voters  who  made  such  a  compassionate 
program  possible.

INCITING  HATE 

The  Civics  Glossary  defines  “hate” 
speeeh  as  type  of  speeeh  whieh  is  used 
to  deliberately  offend  an  individual;  or 
raeial,  ethnie,  religious  or  other  group. 
Sueh  speeeh  generally  seeks  to  eondemn 
or  dehumanize  the  individual  or  group; 
or  express  anger,  hatred,  violenee  or 
eontempt  toward  them. 

This  definition  is  overwhelmed  by  the 
vitriolie  eontent  of  Paeifiea  Forum’s  Dee. 
11  presentation  by  Jimmy  Marr  on  “The 
National  Soeialist  Movement:  An  insider’s 
view  of  Ameriea’s  radieal  right,”  whieh 
was  enabled  and  passively  eondoned  by 
the  UO  administration  allowing  this  event 
to  oeeur  in  the  EMU’s  Walnut  Room. 


As  if  this  misuse  of  public  university 
property  was  not  frustrating,  offensive  and 
frightening  enough,  CTV  produeer  Chris 
Kelsay  videotaped,  aired  and  thereby 
amplified  throughout  the  entire  eommunity 
this  same  presentation  on  CTV  on  Dee.

UO  RESPONDS  TO  HATE 

In  the  Dee.  17  EW,  Joseph  Lieberman  wrote  a  eommentary  (“Tree  Speeeh  vs. 
Hate  Speeeh”)  about  a  reeent  non-university  organized  meeting  held  on  the  UO 
eampus. 

I  was  at  the  Paeifiea  Forum  meeting  where  the  presenter  espoused  abhorrent 
anti- Semitie  and  anti-immigrant  sentiments  and  glorified  neo-Nazi  prineiples.  It 
is  unaeeeptable  that  sueh  a  elose-minded  and  hateful  presentation  ean  find  an 
audienee  within  our  eommunity.  When  strong  ideas  are  expressed,  institutions 
of  higher  edueation,  ineluding  the  UO,  have  an  obligation  to  engage  in  seholarly 
diseovery  and  analysis.  However,  the  university  should  neither  be  eonsidered 
supportive  of,  nor  affiliated  with,  sueh  ideas  as  expressed  by  the  Paeifiea  Forum. 
The  spaee  is  eurrently  used  under  a  poliey  that  allows  retired  professors  to  book 
eampus  rooms  free  of  eharge. 

University  leadership  is  purposeful  about  the  individuals  and  groups  who 
represent  its  voiee.  It’s  a  proteetion  we  take  seriously.  As  sueh,  we  are  addressing 
our  polieies  about  how  best  to  proeeed  with  our  mission  and  values  while 
safeguarding  the  eampus  eommunity  and  the  values  of  free  speeeh.  We  will 
eontinue  to  foeus  on  edueation  and  engagement  as  we  always  have  when  issues  and 
eontroversy  test  our  eonvictions  and  elicit  reflection.  While  I  strongly  believe  that 
the  UO  must  defend  the  free  exchange  of  ideas  and  promote  intellectual  inquiry, 
we  have  a  greater  responsibility  to  turn  ideas  into  the  discovery  of  knowledge  in 
a  manner  that  is  inclusive  and  welcoming  to  all  our  students  and  the  communities 
we  serve. 

I  invite  the  community’s  involvement  in  this  process  of  scholarly  engagement 
and  challenge  each  of  us  to  take  personal  responsibility  for  creating  an  environment 
where  hateful  acts  and  the  espousal  of  hateful  ideas,  without  context  to  the 
university  mission  of  continuing  education,  is  not  tolerated.

voltage  has  been  inereased,  there  will  be  less 
eurrent  available  and  viee-versa.  Inverters 
do  not  exist  to  ehange  the  eurrent. 

Mr.  Weisman  (letters,  12/3)  is  ill 
informed  and  should  not  be  talking 
eleetronies.  Given  a  large  enough  solar 
array  and  suffieient  inverting  eapaeity 
(sine  wave),  the  entire  eity  of  Eugene  eould 
be  run  on  solar  and  nobody  eould  tell  the 
differenee.

AS  A  MATTER  OF  FACT

We  ean  only  ever 
hope  to  eonvert  energy  from  one  form  to 
another,  for  our  eonvenient  use. 

Seeondly,  a  watt  is  not  a  unit  used  to 
measure  energy;  it  is  used  to  measure  power. 
It  is  meaningless  to  say  that  sunlight  falls 
on  the  earth  at  rate  of  “200  watts  an  hour.” 
The  more  eorreet  use  would  be  to  say  that 
sunlight  falls  on  the  earth  with  an  average 
power  of  200  watts  per  square  meter.  Or, 
sinee  Weisman  goes  on  to  diseuss  BTUs, 
he  eould  present  this  information  in  terms 
of  average  BTUs  per  hour. 

And  while  it  is  true  that  a  single  PV 
eell  produees  a  very  low  voltage,  they  are 
rarely  deployed  as  single  eells.  It  is  not  only 
easy  but  extremely  eommon  to  use  them 
in  series  with  eaeh  other  to  produee  tens 
or  hundreds  of  volts  of  eleetrieal  potential. 
And  for  any  household  purposes  you  ean 
eonneet  a  PV  panel  to  a  power  inverter. 

Weisman’s  overarehing  point  that 
we  should  be  very  eritieal  of  all  of  the 
implieations  of  PV  panels  is  absolutely 
spot-on.  My  eoneern  is  that  he  has  still 
failed  to  eorreetly  state  the  faets.  We  need 
to  do  more  than  just  faee  the  faets  —  we 
need  to  eorreetly  understand  them.

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EUGENE  HAS  A 
MONEY  TREE 

Money  doesn’t  exaetly  grow  on 
trees  in  Eugene,  but  one  deeorated 
old  eurbside  tree  off  West  Broadway 
sometimes  has  dollar  bills  stuek  to 
its  branehes  by  elothes  pins. 

Homeless  people  and  others  in  need 
eome  by  at  night  and  harvest  the 
green  paper  fruit,  and  sometimes 
leave  gifts  of  their  own.  Coins  litter 
the  sidewalk,  and  next  to  the  tree  are 
eandles,  messages  and  a  “wishing 
well”  of  sorts. 

Eugene  business  owner  Joshua 
Keim  and  his  friends  have  been  pin¬ 
ning  eash,  about  $500  so  far,  on  the 
“Maitreya  Buddha  Giving  Tree” 
outside  his  home  on  Almaden  Street. 

Keim  hopes  his  tree  will  “grow  to 
eover  the  entire  planet  for  all  gen¬ 
erations  to  eome.” 

Over  the  past  four  months  the  tree  has  beeome  a  plaee  for  the  free  exehange  of 
not  only  money,  but  also  books,  jewelry  and  other  small  items  of  value.  “Every 
town  should  have  one,”  he  says. 

The  idea  is  to  get  people  thinking  differently  about  money  and  how  to  ereate  a 
more  equitable  eeonomy  that  is  more  dependable  than  our  roller-eoaster  eapital- 
ism  driven  by  speeulators.  “I  want  everybody  to  be  a  eapitalist,”  he  says. 

Keim  owns  Ring  of  Fire  and  Cafe  Lueky  Noodle  restaurants  and  downtown 
real  estate  in  Eugene.  He  is  also  founder  of  the  Eugene-based  http  ://lworldeurreney. 
net,  a  website  that  ealls  for  the  “Creation  of  a  seeure,  eeologieally  sustainable, 
resouree  based,  eleetronie,  open  souree,  transparent,  interest  free,  money  system/ 
medium  of  exehange  ereated  by  the  people,  for  the  people,  available  to  every 
human  on  the  Earth.” 

On  his  website  on  July  4  of  this  year,  he  deelared  independenee  for  all  people 
of  the  planet,  saying  our  ideal  new  eeonomy  will  be  based  on  time,  gold  and  food 
and  “our  faith  in  eaeh  other.” 

Keim  balanees  philosophy,  religion  and  the 
day-to-day  realities  of  operating  multiple  busi¬ 
nesses.  He  says  his  enterprises  were  hit  hard  by 
the  reeession.  His  revenues  dropped  more  than 
$1  million  this  past  year,  not  beeause  people 
didn’t  want  to  eat  in  his  restaurants,  but  rather 
beeause  of  our  unstable  eeonomy,  he  says.  Keim 
says  he  wants  to  help  “ereate  an  eeonomy  where 
people  ean  follow  their  passions  and  the  money 
will  follow.”

LANE  KAGAY 

When  he  was  in  his  20s,  Lane 
Kagay  worked  as  a  bike  mes¬ 
senger  in  Chicago,  his  home 
town.  In  the  mid-1990s,  after 
he  had  moved  to  Mariposa, 

Calif.,  friends  in  LA  invited  him 
to  bicycle  down  the  coast  for  a 
visit.  "It  was  October  and  I  had 
no  tent,"  he  says.  "It  was  a  life¬ 
changing  event,  nerve-wrack¬ 
ing  but  liberating."  Afterwards, 
he  devoted  himself  to  cycling  and  again  became  a  messenger,  first  in  LA,  later 
on  in  San  Francisco.  "Bike  messengers  get  paid  based  on  time  or  on  the  size  and 
weight  of  the  packages  they  deliver,"  says  Kagay,  who  designed  and  welded 
together  a  sturdy  front  rack  that  enabled  him  to  carry  an  80-pound  load.  Other 
messengers  took  note,  and  by  2005  he  had  built  a  website,  quit  the  messenger 
job,  and  was  making  five  or  six  racks  a  day.  Sales  have  snowballed  since  he  and 
his  wife,  Karen,  moved  to  Eugene  in  April  of  2007.  He  also  formed  a  joint  venture 
with  welder  Michael  Gould  to  add  to  his  product  line  a  European-style  cargo  bike, 
capable  of  carrying  a  couple  of  kids  or  a  keg  of  beer.  "We  sold  the  first  one  a  year 
ago,"  he  says.  "Orders  are  coming  in."  View  the  CETMA  line  of  cargo  bikes  and 
racks  at  cetmacargo.com.

CALC  GROUP 
CONDEMNS 
NEO-NAZI  TALK 

During  a  Dec.  15  meeting  held  at  the 
Community  Alliance  of  Lane  County 
offices,  the  Eugene  Anti-Hate  Task  Force 
(AHTF)  strongly  condemned  the  “Sieg 
Heil!”  salutes  and  far-right  agenda  of 
aggressive  confrontation  espoused  at  a 
National  Socialist  Movement  event  spon¬ 
sored  by  Pacifica  Forum  (PF)  on  Dec.  11 
(seeEW,  12/17). 

By  allowing  a  series  of  controversial 
and,  according  to  the  AHTF,  “objection¬ 
able”  PF  events  to  be  held  on  campus  for 
several  years  now,  the  UO  is  under  increas¬ 
ing  pressure  to  clarify  its  position  regard¬ 
ing  the  sanctioning  of  these  gatherings.  At 
issue  is  whether  all  free  speech  should  be 
safeguarded  by  the  UO  without  any  restric¬ 
tions  whatsoever,  or  whether  what  has 
been  called  “hate  speech  designed  to  incite 
violence”  violates  the  rights  of  students, 
staff  or  faculty  who  feel  threatened  by  the 
UO  condoning  such  activities  on  campus. 

The  UO  has  a  standing  policy  by 
which  any  group  requiring  the  presence  of 
campus  security  be  held  responsible  for 
the  costs  of  that  service.  Other  than  that, 
any  current  or  former  university  member 
who  requests  to  use  campus  space  can  do 
so  without  constraint,  within  the  law,  and 
at  no  charge. 


Orval  Etter,  the  94-year-old  founder 
and  chairman  of  Pacifica  Forum,  is  an 
emeritus  professor  of  planning,  public 
policy  and  management  at  the  UO.  Under 
present  guidelines,  this  gives  him  the  right 
to  hold  meetings  on  campus  on  any  sub¬ 
ject,  anytime. 

Etter  makes  no  apologies  for  any 
bias  he  holds.  “If  you  rub  a  substantial 
number  of  Jews  the  wrong  way,  you’re 
anti-Semitic,”  he 
reportedly  told  the 
Southern  Poverty 
Law  Center’s 
Intelligence  Report 
in  fall,  2008.  “In 
that  sense,  I  have  to 
admit  that  the 
forum  and  I,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  are  anti- 
Semitic.” 

However, 
when  contacted  last 
week,  Etter  said  he 
was  as  surprised  as 
anyone  else  on  Dec. 
11  when  NSM 
speaker  Jimmy 
Marr  called  out  his 
“Sieg  Heil!” 
salutes.  He  had  not 
been  primed  before¬ 
hand,  he  said.  “At 
first,  I  was  think¬ 
ing,  OK,  how  does 
this  joke  end?” 
Etter  said.  “I  know 
Jimmy  can  joke 
around  sometimes, 
and  to  tell  the  truth, 
I  was  left  speech¬ 
less  at  that 
moment.”  Etter  said  he  still  hadn’t  figured 
out  what  Marr’s  purpose  was  in  doing  that, 
but  he  wasn’t  very  pleased  and  intended  to 
speak  to  Marr  further  about  it. 

Michael  Williams,  a  member  of 
AHTF,  said  this  week,  “There’s  never 
been  any  attempt  to  silence  Pacifica 
Forum.  We  have,  however,  exercised  our 
right  to  be  appropriately  critical  of  PE’s 
programming  when  it  includes  such  efforts 
as  bringing  neo-Nazi  white- supremacist 
ideologies  into  the  community.” 

The  AHTF  has  been  increasingly  crit¬ 
ical  of  the  university  allowing  anti-Semit¬ 
ic,  anti-Islam,  anti-immigrant  hate-mon- 
gering  to  be  presented  for  free  on  campus 
without  some  efforts  to  mitigate  the  dam¬ 
age.  “We  don’t  tell  the  university  how  to 
do  its  business,”  Williams  said,  “but  we 
have  insisted  that  it  has  a  responsibility  to 
Eugene- Springfield,  as  well  as  to  its  stu¬ 
dent  body,  to  ensure  a  safe  campus  free  of 
harassment  and  racist  threats.” 

To  this  end,  the  UO  has  agreed  to  a 
meeting  in  January  at  the  presidential  level 
to  discuss  these  concerns.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  university  leaders  are  looking  for 
solutions  that  establish  accountability  for 
the  use  of  UO  resources,  honor  academic 
inquiry,  and  simultaneously  provide  a 
secure,  non-threatening  environment  for 
educating  the  diverse  student  body.  — 
Joseph  A.  Lieberman

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•  Two  things  are  irritating  about  the 
recent  neo-Nazi  talk  and  "Sieg 
Heils"  at  the  Pacifica  Forum:  1)  The 
forum  is  held  in  a  taxpayer-funded 
meeting  room  and  rebroadcast  on 
taxpayer-supported  Community 
Television,  and  2)  People  in  Lane 
County  actually  showed  up  and 
joined  in  the  hate  speech.  But  ban¬ 
ning  Pacifica  Forum  from  campus  or 
restricting  its  content  would  be 
counterproductive.  It's  best  to  keep 
radical  and  even  outrageous  ideas 
out  in  the  public  where  they  can  be 
challenged  and  debated  openly. 
Teachable  moments  abound,  and  we 
need  to  be  reminded  that  we  don't 
have  to  scratch  very  deeply  through 
Eugene's  liberal  veneer  to  find  big¬ 
otry,  hatred  and  violence. 

Hate  speech  can  incite  violence, 
or  at  least  make  the  targets  of  the 
attacks  feel  unsafe.  The  most  effec¬ 
tive  response  is  for  the  community 
at  large  to  stand  up  and  loudly  chal¬ 
lenge  hatred  and  injustice  at  every 
opportunity.  Such  action  not  only 
shows  the  bigots  that  they  have  no 
support;  it  also  serves  as  an  example 
for  young  people  who  are  still  form¬ 
ing  their  ideas  and  attitudes  about 
people  who  are,  on  the  surface,  dif¬ 
ferent  from  them.  Young  and  old,  we 
all  learn  by  example. 

•  "At  this  festive  season  of  the  year, 
it  is  more  than  usually  desirable  that 
we  should  make  some  slight  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  poor  and  destitute," 
wrote  Charles  Dickens  in  A  Christmas 
Carol.  But  a  city  of  Eugene  Downtown 
Safety  Task  Team  says,  "Bah  hum¬ 
bug!"  Only  one  member  of  the 
15-member  committee  supported 
more  housing  and  help  for  the  home¬ 


less  mentally  ill  and  addicted  who 
haunt  downtown.  "More  jail  space!" 
the  mean-spirited  committee 
appointed  by  city  executives  snarled 
instead.  Just  like  Scrooge's  line 
about  street  people  in  his  Dickensian 
downtown,  "Are  there  no  prisons?" 

•  ODOT  is  considering  proposals  for 
art  to  festoon  its  $200  million  mon¬ 
ument  to  global  warming,  the  wid¬ 
ened  1-5  bridge.  How  about  some¬ 
thing  similar  to  that  popular  under¬ 
freeway  Freemont  Troll  in  Seattle? 
The  big  cement  troll  clutching  a  VW 
bug  snatched  off  the  overpass  is  a 
popular  tourist  attraction  and  sym¬ 
bol  of  auto  ambivalence.  Eugene's 
version  could  feature  a  giant  osprey 
swooping  down  to  snatch  an  SUV 
out  of  the  stream  of  traffic.  Or  how 
about  a  really  great  great  blue  heron 
with  an  impaled  Hummer  in  its 
beak? 

•  You  might  see  one  of  the  wonder¬ 
ful  sights  in  the  valley  this  time  of 
year,  if  you're  lucky.  Drive  north  of 
Eugene  out  Highway  99  along  the 
Long  Tom  River  drainage  or  around 
Fern  Ridge  Reservoir  and  look  for 
a  sculptured  old  oak  tree  with  six  or 
seven  or  more  huge  white  birds 
perched  in  it.  Those  are  great  egrets, 
increasingly  winter  residents  here. 
The  egret-oak  combination  could  be 
a  holiday  greeting  card. 

•  Gotta  slap  l?-G  reporter  Ed  Russo 

on  the  wrist  for  writing  Dec.  17  about 
"public  drunkenness,  panhandling, 
drug  dealing,  vandalism  and  other 
crime."  If  begging  for  money  were  a 
crime,  we'd  have  to  jail  every  teenag¬ 
er,  preacher  and  bell-ringing  Santa. 


•  We're  wrestling  with  climate 
change  on  the  local,  national  and 
international  levels,  but  we're  not 
making  much  progress.  One  of  the 
factors  delaying  real  solutions  is  a 
new  round  of  "manufactured  doubt," 
according  to  Dr.  Jeff  Masters' 
WunderBlog  at  http://wkly.ws/10 
Masters  likens  the  anti-climate 
change  campaign  to  previous  PR 
campaigns  to  discredit  research  link¬ 
ing  smoking  to  lung  cancer,  asbestos 
to  lung  disease,  chlorofluorocarbons 
to  holes  in  the  ozone  layer,  and  oth¬ 
ers.  Eventually  the  science  wins,  but 
the  purpose  of  manufactured  doubt, 
he  says,  is  to  delay  legislation  or 
meaningful  action  for  as  long  as 
possible,  assuring  continued  profits 
for  industry. 

Regarding  the  stolen  emails  on 
global  warming  research.  Masters 
concludes  his  blog  post  saying, 
"There  is  no  sign  of  a  conspiracy  to 
alter  data  to  fit  a  pre-conceived  ide¬ 
ological  view.  Rather,  I  see  dedicated 
scientists  attempting  to  make  the 
truth  known  in  face  of  what  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  world's  most  pervasive  and 
best-funded  disinformation  cam¬ 
paign  against  science  in  history." 

These  tactics  are  also  highly 
effective  in  election  campaigns. 
Well-funded  candidates  these  days 
hire  cut-throat  PR  firms  experienced 
in  devious  tactics. 

What  can  we  do  about  manufac¬ 
tured  doubt?  Not  much,  other  than 
expose  it  when  we  see  it.  Corporations 
are  by  law  reguired  to  act  in  the  best 
interests  of  their  shareholders  and 
maximize  profits;  and  since  an  ethi¬ 
cal  framework  is  missing  on  Wall 
Street  and  in  much  of  the  corporate 
world,  we  are  beset  with  strategic 


disinformation,  the  ignoring  of  sci¬ 
entific  evidence  and  other  tactics 
that  run  contrary  to  the  public  inter¬ 
est.  Masters'  WunderBlog  has  some 
discussion  about  possible  legislative 
solutions. 

•  A  little  perspective  on  this  upcom¬ 
ing  Rose  Bowl  game,  please.  Not  to 
be  raining  on  the  roses,  but  we  have 
been  reminded  that  Ohio  State  is 
college  football  royalty.  The  Buckeyes 
often  play  in  the  national  title  race 
and  they  last  won  it  all  in  2002.  The 
Ducks  generally  are  playing  for  sec¬ 
ond  in  the  Pac-10.  The  Buckeyes 
boast  six  Heisman  winners,  includ¬ 
ing  the  only  player  to  win  it  twice, 
Archie  Griffin.  The  Ducks  put  Joey 
Harrington  on  a  Manhattan  billboard 
to  try  for  a  Heisman,  but  it  didn't 
work.  Ohio  State  routinely  fields  all- 
Americans;  36  former  Buckeyes 
made  opening  day  rosters  in  the 
NFL  this  year.  The  Ducks  put  one 
guy  on  the  all-Pac-10  conference 
team.  Ohio  State's  starting  guarter- 
back  Terrelle  Pryor  was  the  most 
celebrated  recruit  in  the  country 
when  he  chose  Ohio  State.  Oregon 
guarterback  Jeremiah  Masoli  came 
out  of  community  college  largely 
unnoticed  and  was  buried  deep  in 
Oregon's  depth  chart  until  injuries 
landed  him  on  the  field  last  season. 
But  for  now  the  Ducks  are  favored. 
None  of  this  stuff  will  matter  when 
the  game  starts  on  Jan.  1  in 
Pasadena.

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COSTLY  COPS 
TO  JAIL 
HOMELESS 

Eugene  taxpayers  spend  $42  million  a 
year  on  a  poliee  department  staff  of  327, 
but  the  eity  insists  it  doesn’t  have  enough 
money  and  offieers  to  keep  downtown 
safe. 

City  staff  and  eonservatives  are  hyping 
downtown  safety,  or  the  laek  of  safety,  to 
eall  for  a  big  inerease  in  poliee  staffing.  A 
“Downtown  Safety  Task  Team”  appointed 
by  eity  exeeutives  prioritizes  yet  more 
eops  and  jail  beds. 

But  eops  are  expensive  in  Eugene. 
Eaeh  offieer  on  the  street  eosts  taxpayers 
almost  a  quarter-million  dollars  a  year, 
aeeording  to  the  eity  budget.  To  support 
about  192  sworn  poliee  offieers,  the  eity 
spends  overall  about  $46  million  a  year 
when  jail  beds,  proseeutors  and  other  eosts 
are  added  to  salaries,  equipment,  elerks, 
eall  takers,  training,  equipment  and  man¬ 
agers.  That  does  not  inelude  the  eosts  of 
eity  attorneys  and  lawsuits  involving 
poliee. 

About  half  the  per-eop  eost  eomes  in 
the  luerative  eompensation  eity  managers 
have  given  offieers  in  their  union  eontraet. 
Eugene  offieers  only  need  a  high  sehool 
degree  to  apply  (most  have  at  least  a  two- 
year  degree),  but  the  eity  estimates  they 
eost  about  $120,000  a  year  eaeh  in  salary, 
fringe  benefits  and  assoeiated  eosts. 


Overtime  at  up  to  about  $50  an  hour  eould 
add  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  that 
figure.  The  eity  also  pays  the  salaries  of 
poliee  union  leaders  who  spend  up  to  400 
hours  a  year  working  on  union  business, 
aeeording  to  the  poliee  eontraet. 

Mueh  of  the  downtown  task  team  report 
appears  to  foeus  on  more  eops  as  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  the  “unpleasant  behavior”  of  the 
homeless,  many  of  whom  suffer  from 
mental  illness.  Only  one  member  of  the 
15-member  task  foree  reeommended  a 
eheaper,  more  direet  and  humane  solution 
—  spending  a  few  hundred  dollars  a 
month  to  find  eaeh  homeless  person  an 
apartment.  —  Alan  Pittman 

WHO  WAS  THE 
MAN  BEHIND 
THE  CAMERA? 

Day  Owen  of  the  Pitehfork  Rebellion 
says  that  Homeland  Seeurity  offieers 
weren’t  the  only  people  following  the  anti- 
pestieide  group  on  their  trip  to  the  Bureau 
of  Land  Management  (BLM)  offiees  on 
Nov.  1,  and  they  want  to  identify  the  man 
who  trailed  after  them  with  a  eamera. 

Owen  says  not  only  did  a  vehiele  with 
DHS  lieense  plates  follow  the  aetivists, 
but  at  the  BLM  offiees  a  separate  man  fol¬ 
lowed  them  with  a  eamera.  Owen  says, 
“Pitehfork  Rebellion  believes  that  we  have 
the  right  to  know  the  identity  of  anyone 
who  follows  us  around  with  a  eamera. 


Whether  Ameriean  law  grants  us  that  right 
or  not,  we  grant  it  to  ourselves.” 

Owen  says  when  the  man  was  asked  if 
he  was  a  poliee  offieer,  he  responded  that 
he  was  “just  a  eoneemed  eitizen,”  and 
said,  “None  of  you  broke  any  laws;  you 
did  just  fine,  so  it  doesn’t  matter  who  I 
am.”  Owen  says  they  have  this  eonversa- 
tion  on  video. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  there  don’t 
appear  to  be  any  laws  that  require  poliee 
offieers  to  identify  themselves  when  asked. 
Essentially,  Supreme  Court  eases  sueh  as 
Frazier  v.  Cupp  as  well  as  other  state  and 
federal  eases  have  ruled  that  law  enforee- 
ment  offieers  ean  use  triekery  and  deeeit 
within  eertain  limits.  The  general  guide¬ 
line  is  that  lying  verbally  is  OK,  but  ereat- 
ing  fake  evidenee  is  not. 

The  group  is  offering  a  $100  reward  to 
the  first  person  who  ean  send  them  the 
name  and  oeeupation  of  the  man  in  this 


video  still.  Owens  says  they’ll  give  the 
anonymous  eameraman  himself  the  money 
if  he  self-identifies.

Volunteers  are  eoming  to  Oakridge  and 
Westfir  from  as  far  as  Bend  and  Corvallis, 
aeeording  to  organizers.  An  evening  owl 
eount  is  also  being  planned.  The  team  eur- 
rently  eonsists  of  Wanda  Wilson,  Lynda 
Kammerer,  Cheron  Ferland  and  Laurie 
Patty. 

Bird  eounts  are  happening  all  over  the 
state.

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Challenges  and  Changes 

Jill  Hartz  on  the  past,  present  and  future  of  the  J-Schnitz 


Budget  cuts,  understaffing,  a 
75th  anniversary  —  and  the 
most  successful  opening  in  the 
museum’s  history,  replete  with  caped 
crusaders  and  surreptitious  cell  photos. 

Jill  Hartz,  the  Jordan  Schnitzer  Museum 
of  Art’s  director,  may  be  only  a  year  and 
four  months  into  her  tenure,  but  her  time 
at  the  UO  has  been  filled  with  a  mixture 
of  cooperation  and  blocked  paths.  As  staff 
prepare  for  a  show  she  brought  with  her 
from  Virginia  —  a  show  sure  to  resonate 
with  the  environmentalism  of  many  UO 
students,  staff  and  faculty  —  Hartz  stays 
busy  setting  a  course,  or  several,  for  the 
museum. 

Good  news  first.  Obviously,  there’s 
“The  Art  of  the  Superhero,”  which 
occasioned  a  huge  line  at  its  opening  and 
brought  in  thousands  of  visitors,  many  of 
whom  wouldn’t  usually  go  to  a  museum. 
That  exhibit,  which  closes  Jan.  3  (get  in 
there  now!),  came  about  directly  because 
of  an  English  professor  and  his  desire  to 
collaborate  with  the  J-Schnitz. 

Hartz  has  been  pleasantly  surprised,  she 
says,  to  find  people  in  Eugene  “really  open 
to  new  ideas,  anything  that  might  work.” 
Like  many  arts  institutions  that  spend  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  fundraising 
for  a  building  campaign,  the  museum  didn’t 
have  a  clear  strategy  after  the  three-year 
renovation  process,  and  several  directors 
and  interim  directors  have  come  and  gone. 
Hartz  seems  to  be  here  to  stay,  at  least  for 
a  while.  “Having  a  plan  has  been  really 
warmly  welcomed,”  she  says. 

But  she  was  also  surprised  by  the  lack 
of  collaboration  across  campus  in  the 
arts.  Hartz  wants  arts  festivals,  perhaps 
organized  by  themes  and  reaching  across 
the  visual  arts,  theater,  dance,  music  and 
more.  In  the  ’60s,  she  says,  arts  departments 


at  the  UO  collaborated  on  a  regular  basis. 
Then  budget  cuts  (long  before  Measure  5, 
if  you  can  believe  it)  moved  departments 
and  institutions  like  the  J-Schnitz  away 
from  each  other  and  even  into  competition 
at  times. 

After  Hartz  arrived,  she  and  the  Oregon 
Bach  Festival’s  then-new  executive 
director,  John  Evans,  started  to  meet  to 
talk  about  collaboration.  They  and  others 
restarted  a  UO  Arts  Council,  and  Hartz 
says  she’s  eager  to  collaborate  with  others 
in  the  visual  arts  in  the  city  as  well.  “I’m 
happy  to  support  the  idea  of  arts  tourism,” 
she  says,  especially  “if  we’re  going  to  be  a 
city  known  for  the  arts.” 

In  this  city,  too,  Hartz  knows  that 
the  museum  needs  to  take  the  lead  on 
diversifying  outreach  and  programming. 
Though  she  says  the  primary  constituency 
of  the  JSMA  remains  the  students  at  the  UO 
(“It’s  a  teaching  museum,”  she  repeats), 
she  knows  that  K-12  students  need  access 
to  the  collections  as  well.  Public  school 
budgets  strained  under  the  burden  of  years 
of  neglect  can’t  always  stretch  to  cover 
transportation  to  the  UO,  however,  so  the 
J-Schnitz  began  a  modest  campaign  this 
year  called  “Fill  Up  the  Bus.”  Hartz  says 
that  95  percent  of  all  schools  that  heard 
about  the  transportation  help  took  the 
J-Schnitz  up  on  it,  double  what  the  program 
expected.  “We  didn’t  realize  how  big  the 
need  was,”  Hartz  says.  “We’ve  had  huge 
visitation  numbers  this  fall,  but  there’s  also 
great  need.” 

For  last  fall’s  “Cuba  Avant-Garde” 
exhibit,  the  museum  produced  all  materials, 
from  catalog  to  wall  labels  to  brochures, 
in  both  English  and  Spanish.  But  a  Latin 
American  show  shouldn’t  be  the  only 
place  for  bilingual  publications.  “Looking 
at  statistics,  the  Latino  population  is 


going  to  be  about  20  percent  in  Oregon,” 
Hartz  says.  “Many  of  the  first-generation 
students  will  have  families  from  Mexico. 
What  does  that  mean  for  the  community 
and  the  university?” 

She  wants  the  J-Schnitz  to  “create  a 
dialogue”  both  with  the  Latino  and  the 
Asian  and  Asian-American  populations 
of  Eugene  and  the  UO,  and  partly  to  that 
end,  she’s  created  a  leadership  council  and 
some  student  advisory  groups.  “We  have  a 
strong  Asian  collection,  and  we’re  building 
a  strong  Latin  American  collection,” 
she  says.  “There’s  an  opportunity  for 
enrichment  at  all  levels,  not  just  students.” 

With  Oregon  in  financial  crisis  for  much 
of  the  recent  past  and  the  severe  recession, 
all  of  Hartz’  goals  for  the  collection  and  the 
physical  space  of  the  museum  sometimes 
seem  like  a  dream.  Cuts  in  staffing  mean 
that  filling  the  galleries,  including  the 
4,000-sq.ft.  exhibit  space,  requires  the 
staff  “to  do  more  work  and  more  varieties 
of  work,”  she  says.  Like  former  UO 
president  Dave  Frohnmayer,  Hartz  says  it’s 
time  to  turn  even  more  to  private  donors. 
“Fundraising  is  building  friends,  building 
support  because  we  believe  in  what  we 
do,”  she  says. 

In  the  immediate  future,  2010  brings 
several  new  exhibits  to  the  J-Schnitz. 
One,  opening  Jan.  17,  is  “Amazonia,” 
which  came  with  Hartz  from  her  former 
position  at  the  University  of  Virginia’s  art 
musuem.  Photographer  Sam  Abell  planned 
to  go  to  the  headwaters  of  the  Amazon 
as  a  documentarian,  and  when  Danish 
photographer  Torben  Ulrik  Nissen  met 
Abell,  they  decided  to  work  together  on  the 
project  to  document  ecosystems  in  Peru 
and  Bolivia.  From  an  ecological  point  of 
view,  “it’s  amazing,”  Hartz  says,  but  she’s 
also  interested  in  the  photographic  choices 


of  the  artists  in  a  place  where  “there  aren’t 
huge  herds  of  animals.”  That  means  the 
artists  show  single  animals,  insects  and 
flora  “as  part  of  a  much  larger  system  of 
life,”  she  says. 

Later  in  the  year,  contemporary  fans 
will  be  glad  to  hear,  the  museum  hosts  both 
a  Nam  June  Paik  exhibit  and  an  exhibit  of 
portraits  by  Andy  Warhol  and  Gus  Van 
Sant.  In  the  Charlottesville,  Va.,  weekly 
paper  The  Hook,  a  2008  article  on  her  job 
at  the  J-Schnitz  said  that,  “Under  Jill’s 
direction,  the  [UVA]  museum  became  a 
place  that  actively  encouraged  people  to 
view  art  as  a  means  for  exploring  crucial 
social  issues”  —  something  she’s  clearly 
eager  to  explore  with  the  Warhol/Van  Sant 
exhibition  as  she  plans  collaborations  with 
LGBT  groups  on  campus  and  in  town. 

The  J-Schnitz,  like  most  other  arts 
institutions,  has  to  adapt  to  the  2 1  st  century 
and  social  media.  “We  need  to  get  away 
from  the  old  system,  the  ‘We  know  how 
to  do  this  best  and  we’ll  tell  you,”’  Hartz 
says.  Staff  members  have  started  a  Twitter 
feed  (http://twitter.com/JschnitzMoA)  and, 
much  more  alive  right  now,  a  Facebook  fan 
page  (http://wkly.ws/28).  They’re  planning 
to  use  YouTube  and  other  streaming  video 
services  as  well.  With  cell  phones,  of 
course,  visitors  can  take  photos  and  write 
their  own  narratives  on  their  blogs  —  even 
when  the  museum  doesn’t  have  permission 
for  those  images.  “Something  is  going  to 
change,”  Hartz  says.  “We  have  to  follow 
UO  protocol  ...  but  access  to  images  is 
impossible  to  stop.”

Finally,  she  says,  “We’re  still  a  work  in 
progress.”  As  that  work  continues,  Hartz 
seems  to  want  participation  and  feedback 
fi*om  the  UO  and  the  community.  Visit  the 
J-Schnitz  and  then  send  feedback  to  us  and 
we’ll  send  it  on;  comment  on  this  story  at 
blogs.eugeneweekly.com  or  email  Hartz  at 
hartz@uoregon.edu  with  your  thoughts.

A  father  and  son  at  world's  end

Until  the  success  of  No  Country  for 
Old  Men,  it  was  widely  assumed 
that  the  novels  of  Cormac 
McCarthy  were  unsuitable  for  feature 
film.  McCarthy’s  prose,  renowned  for  its 
density  and  precision,  was  considered  too 
elaborate  for  adaption  —  his  descriptions 
too  painstakingly  rendered,  his  language 
often  arcane  or  obsolete  —  and  his 
themes  too  esoteric  or  inscrutable.  The 
bloodshed,  too,  was  a  problem:  From  his 
Southern  gothics  to  his  Western  epics, 
McCarthy  depicts  violence  with  surgical 
care,  a  style  likely  to  thwart  any  director 
whose  last  name  isn’t  Peckinpah.  When 
McCarthy’s  most  accessible  novel.  All 
the  Pretty  Horses,  became  a  listless, 
disjointed  film,  it  only  reinforced  the 
prevailing  wisdom  that  McCarthy  was 
incongruous  with  Hollywood.  Then  the 
Coen  brothers,  who’ve  made  a  career  of 
defying  expectations  —  who  else  could 
adapt  Homer  into  a  Depression-era 
comedy?  —  found  the  right  tone  for  the 
right  material  with  No  Country  for  Old 
Men.  When  No  Country  was  awarded  Best 
Picture  in  2007,  The  Road,  having  already 
been  picked  by  Oprah  and  awarded  the 
Pulitzer  Prize,  became  destined  for  a 
cinema  near  you. 

The  current  film  is  faithful  to  the  book’s 
events  but  not  its  overall  spirit.  Like  the 
brief  novel,  the  film  tells  a  simple  story 
with  harrowing  clarity:  In  the  aftermath 
of  a  global  cataclysmic  event,  a  boy  and 
his  father  are  walking  to  the  sea.  Animals 
are  just  a  memory.  Food  is  nowhere  to  be 
found.  The  boy  (Kodi  Smit-McPhee)  may 
be  one  of  the  last  children  on  earth;  so  rare 
is  his  existence  that  when  a  stranger  calls 
him  an  angel,  his  father  (Viggo  Mortensen) 
responds,  “To  me,  he’s  a  god.”  The  boy’s 
mother,  we  learn  in  fiashback,  committed 
suicide  in  the  aftermath  of  the  catastrophe. 


in  part  due  to  grief  at  having  given  birth 
at  the  end  of  the  world.  In  the  battered, 
ash-covered  world  they  now  inhabit,  father 
and  son  stay  alive  by  “carrying  the  fire,” 
which  is  the  father’s  way  of  reminding  the 
boy  they’re  still  the  good  guys.  The  bad 
guys  are  the  cannibalistic  death  squads 
patrolling  the  roads  in  broad  daylight. 

The  Road  is  about  a  man’s  heroic  attempt 
to  usher  his  son  into  a  newer,  better  world. 
But  in  the  process  of  enforcing  a  simple 
code  —  “I’ll  kill  anyone  who  touches 
you,”  he  says  to  the  child  —  the  man’s  own 
goodness  is  diminished  by  their  encounters 
with  evil,  all  but  eliminating  his  ability  to 
trust  other  survivors.  Before  long,  he  makes 
a  series  of  terrible  decisions  suggesting  that 
morally,  he  has  been  undone  by  his  sense 
of  purpose.  In  a  world  of  bad  people,  what 
does  it  mean  to  be  good?  Is  a  good  person 
who  kills  a  bad  one  still  good? 

The  film  raises  old  questions  anew 
about  the  suitability  of  McCarthy’s  fiction 
for  film.  The  book  The  Road  is  arguably 
unfilmmable,  relying  on  exquisite  prose  to 
convey  the  father’s  diminishing  authority 
in  what  looks  like  hell  on  earth.  The 
book  was  beloved  because  of  the  great 
tenderness  passing  between  the  boy  and 
the  man.  In  the  film,  the  tenderness  is 
there,  but  it’s  an  enforced  tenderness,  the 
moody  soundtrack  often  smothering  what 
might  be  actual  emotion  if  director  John 
Hillcoat  {The  Proposition)  would  introduce 
a  little  silence.  The  richness  of  the  father’s 
love,  so  eloquently  expressed  in  the 
book,  is  suggested  but  not  fully  explored, 
making  The  Road  a  more  conventional 
and  therefore  less  transcendent  vision 
of  survival.  The  film’s  production  team 
evokes  the  apocalypse  masterfully,  using 
locations  shots  in  New  Orleans,  Mount 
St.  Helens  and  Pittsburgh  to  create  a  hazy, 
low-contrast  world  of  decay.  But  without 
the  necessary  emotional  arc.  The  Road 
is  difficult  and  unsatisfying  at  times,  a 
long,  gradual  grinding  down  of  a  father’s 
strength  along  with  the  moral  certainty 
of  a  man  whose  final  words  to  his  son  are 
“Don’t  get  too  comfortable.”  6W

James  Cameron  makes  shit  look  eool. 
The  writer-direetor  is  eonstantly  one- 
upping  himself,  moving  from  the 
watery  faees  of  The  Abyss  to  the  silvery 
threat  of  Terminator  2  to  that  giant  sinking 
ship. 

Avatar  is  on  an  entirely  different 
level.  The  previews,  seen  in  little  boxes 
on  MaeBooks,  did  the  film  no  justiee;  it 
looked  like  eut-seenes  from  a  nifty  video 
game.  And  were  those  giant  blue  catsl 
On  the  big  sereen.  Avatar  looks 
ineredible.  The  upgraded,  Cameron-ized 
3D  and  performanee-eapture  teehnology 
are  miles  ahead  of  Robert  Zemeekis’  ereepy 
animated  dolls.  The  showmanship  is  in  the 
details.  You  ean  see  the  aetor  under  the 
animation  —  Sigourney  Weaver  is  there 
in  her  smile,  Zoe  Saldana  in  her  posture, 
Sam  Worthington  in  his  knit  brows.  The 
3D  isn’t  used  to  throw  phallie  spears  in 
your  faee,  but  to  let  ash  fall  like  snow  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  row  in  front  of  you. 
The  teehnologieal  wonders  are  often  best 
displayed  in  moments  that  pass  briefly, 
as  when  a  seientist  slides  an  image  off  a 


monitor  and  onto  a  portable  sereen  barely 
thieker  than  paper.  He  takes  it  for  granted, 
and  so  do  we. 

Avatar  is  the  story  of  Jake  Sully,  a 
paraplegie  ex-Marine  who  joins  the  Avatar 
Program  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  not  least 
beeause  he  shares  the  neeessary  biology 
with  his  deeeased  twin  brother,  who  was 
part  of  it.  The  program  is  the  seientifie 
arm  of  a  human  base  on  Pandora,  a  lush 
planet  on  whieh  a  eorporation  is  working 
to  extraet  prieeless  unobtainium  (a  long- 
running  seienee  fietion  joke  that  falls  flat 
here).  Ineonveniently  and  unsurprisingly, 
the  motherlode  of  unobtainium  is  under  the 
Home  Tree,  the  giant,  growing  home  of  the 
native  population,  the  Na’vi,  a  humanoid 
speeies  with  long,  thin  waists,  expressive 
ears,  eurling  tails  and  braids  that  end  in 
a  eluster  of  nerves  that  ean  be  eonneeted 
with  other  Pandoran  life.  (They  also  have 
breasts,  despite  not  being  mammals. 
Seienee,  she  is  a  malleable  thing.) 

As  an  avatar  “driver,”  Jake’s  eon- 
seiousness  is  projeeted  into  a  Na’vi  body 
that’s  sent  into  the  jungle  to  negotiate  with 
and  learn  from  the  natives.  Jake,  bitter 
and  depressed,  finds  instant  joy  in  the 
tall,  strong  body.  He  get  eoeky  and  gets 
lost.  After  being  nearly  eaten  by  Pandoran 
fauna,  whieh  tends  to  have  exeess  teeth 
and  eyes  and  sometimes  legs,  he’s  reseued 
by  Neytiri  (Saldana),  a  fieree  and  fearless 


Na’vi  who  doesn’t  kill  him  beeause  of  a 
sign  from  Eywa,  the  Na’vi  deity. 

The  sequenees  of  Jake  experieneing  the 
Na’vi  eulture  are  among  the  film’s  most 
engrossing,  eonvineing  and  magieal.  The 
entire  planet  is  alive  and  eonneeted;  the 
flora  is  surreal,  prone  to  drifting,  spinning 
or  glowing  underfoot;  there  are  giant  half- 
pterodaetyl,  half-dragonfly  ereatures  to  tame 
and  ride  and  floating  roeks  to  dart  around. 

So  yes.  It  looks  beautiful.  But  all  this 
beauty  is  in  serviee  to  a  tired  story  —  one 
oft  eompared  to  Dances  With  Wolves  — 
about  a  white  guy  “going  native,”  learning 
the  error  of  his  people’s  ways  and  turning 
against  them.  Cameron  has  some  earth- 
loving,  anti-imperialist  ideas  tueked  into 
his  narrative,  but  his  philosophies  are  vague 
and  not  helped  by  the  stoek  story  and  stiff 
dialogue.  Charaeters  on  both  sides  are 
written  in  outline  only:  a  seenery-ehewing, 
Bushism-spewing  military  earieature; 
a  spineless  bureauerat  who  eares  only 


for  the  bottom  line.  The  Na’vi  don’t  fare 
mueh  better;  Cameron  writes  them,  too,  in 
eliehe  and  stereotype,  borrowing  liberally 
from  Earth’s  indigenous  populations  and 
romantieizing  “simple”  living. 

Cameron  is  master  of  nothing  if  not 
seope  and  seale,  worldbuilding  on  an 
ineredible  level,  and  though  it  no  longer 
looks  like  a  PS3  game,  his  world  is  one 
that  begs  to  be  played  in  —  and  one  that 
begs  for  a  better  story.  Avatar  is  good-guy 
wish  fulfillment  writ  large  and  blue.  Jake  is 
the  audienee’s  dreamwalker,  the  eharaeter 
we  ride  into  the  jungle,  but  he’s  also  the 
eharaeter  the  rest  of  the  movie  is  made 
to  serve.  Only  Jake  Sully  grows,  learns, 
eomes  to  understand  things  and  to  use  his 
human  knowlege  for  good.  He’s  there  to 
help  defend  the  Na’vi,  but  they’re  there 
to  help  him  have  an  epiphany.  Cameron’s 
old-fashioned  eowboys-and-Indians  tale 
turns  the  tables  to  some  degree,  sure.  But 
his  hero  is  still  a  eowboy.  BW 


Not  Forgotten 

Precious  gives  voice  to  the  voiceless

Just  before  Precious  came  out,  the  New  York  Times  Magazine  ran  a  cover  story 
with  a  title  that  served  both  as  spoiler  and  as  indicator  of  what  the  NYT  thinks 
about  its  demographics. 

"Is  America  ready  for  an  obese  Harlem  girl?"  the  headline  began  -  as  though  obese 
women  couldn't  be  American,  as  though  Harlem  (and  its  easily  decoded  meaning,  i.e., 
black)  were  located  in  another  country  than  is  the  rest  of  New  York. 

But  don't  be  fooled:  Precious  is  America,  or  was  the  America  of  the  1980s,  where 
crack  and  AIDS  terrorized  swaths  of  the  Harlem  and  the  Bronx.  The  America  of  Precious 
mixes  abuse  and  despair  with  tenacity  and  a  tiny  sliver  of  hope.  The  film  suffers  from 
an  abundance  of  whimsical  cinematography  and  a  few  sentimental  moments,  but  its 
strengths  overwhelm  those  weaknesses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  film,  a  15-year-old  girl  sits  in  math  class  and  never,  ever  talks, 
even  though  she  knows  exactly  what's  going  on  with  the  numbers  on  the  board.  Precious 
(Gabourey  Sidibe)  harbors  reserves  of  emotion  and  intelligence  that  rarely  escape  her 
lips.  This  means  Sidibe  must  convey  Precious'  feelings  and  experiences  through  her  eyes 
and  actions,  and  through  voiceover  fantasies  of  love,  wealth  and  fame.  Precious,  pregnant 
with  her  second  child,  doesn't  get  to  say  much  at  the  beginning  of  the  movie. 

Her  life  isn't  pretty.  Her  first  child  has  Down  syndrome  and  lives  with  Precious' 
grandmother,  so  Precious  rarely  sees  her.  That  might  be  a  blessing:  In  the  apartment 
where  Precious  lives,  her  mother  (Mo'Nigue)  throws  her  around,  gives  her  orders, 
undermines  her  chances  and  even  tries  to  kill  her,  all  the  while  maintaining  a  false  front 
of  affection  when  welfare  workers  visit. 

Oscar  whispers  started  for  Mo'Nigue's  performance  as  the  manipulative,  vicious 
mother  long  before  the  movie  opened,  and  those  whispers  should  rise  to  a  clamoring 
roar:  Mo'Nigue  stays  fearless  and  riveting  in  the  role  throughout  the  movie,  down  to  the 
last  second  she's  on  screen.  Without  her,  the  film  would  tread  far  more  banal  ground. 

The  movie  has  a  bit  of  a  problem:  The  dark-skinned  Precious  gets  her  opportunities 
mostly  from  lighter-skinned  people,  including  a  principal  (Nealla  Gordon)  who  expels 
her  but  also  finds  her  a  spot  in  a  last-chance  school  called  "Each  One  Teach  One;"  her 
teacher  at  that  school  (Paula  Patton);  a  nurse  (Lenny  Kravitz)  at  the  hospital  where  she 


gives  birth  to  her  son;  and  her  social  worker,  Mrs.  Weiss  (Mariah  Carey,  another  celebrity 
who  strips  off  the  glamour  for  a  solid  performance).  But  Precious  makes  choices  on  her 
own  and  contains  some  core  of  survival  and  self-regard  that  makes  those  opportunities 
possible. 

Patton  looks  lovely,  the  most  beautiful  teacher  any  cash-strapped  last-resort-for- 
urban-kids  school  ever  had.  Is  another  savior-teacher  what  the  film  world  needs?  In 
this  case,  despite  a  few  missteps  when  the  teacher  provides  refuge  for  Precious,  the 
answer  is  a  gualified  yes.  After  all,  many  teachers  and  social  workers  in  NY  (and  Eugene) 
do  work  their  damnedest  to  help  kids  survive  and  escape  horrific  circumstances.  What 
makes  the  school  scenes  work,  though,  are  the  other  young  people  in  Precious'  class, 
who  provide  her  with  a  tenuous  community  of  tentative  friendships,  something  she  has 
never  experienced  before  (Xosha  Roguemore  and  Chyna  Layne  stand  out,  but  the  entire 
group  of  young  actors  makes  these  scenes  the  most  alive  of  the  film). 

The  narrative  seesaws  between  realism  and  hyperfantasy,  campy  moments  in  which 
Precious  imagines  herself  loved,  dressed  by  fashion  designers,  feted  and  adored.  That 
creates  some  whiplash,  yet  we're  meant  to  see  just  where  Precious  gets  her  dreams  and 
determination.  The  searing  closing  scene  doesn't  end  on  a  note  of  joy  or  triumph.  Still, 
there's  satisfaction  for  the  audience  in  watching  Precious  speak  the  truth  and  begin  to 
shape  her  life.  The  credits  begin  with  a  dedication  to  all  the  Precious  girls  everywhere, 
and  that's  when  the  emotions  truly  hit:  These  are  people's  real  lives,  in  our  city,  in  our 
state,  in  our  America.

Eugene  Opera  opens  starry  season  with  Mozart 


The  windows  are  papered  over,  the 
day  gray  and  eold.  But  inside  the  old 
Tiffany’s  drugstore  in  downtown 
Eugene,  the  room  heats  up  as  the  prineipals 
of  Eugene  Opera’s  The  Marriage  of  Figaro 
step  into  eharaeter  for  rehearsal. 

Conduetor  (and  opera  musie  advisor) 
Andrew  Bisantz  raises  his  baton,  rehearsal 
pianist  Sandy  Holder  readies  her  hands, 
stage  direetor  Nieola  Bowie  lifts  her  pen  to 
take  notes  —  and  six  of  the  main  eharaeters 
burst  into  a  gorgeous  sextet.  The  pros 
restrain  their  voiees  to  keep  from  blasting 
those  of  us  sitting  direetly  in  front  of  them, 
but  Mozart’s  musie  for  Riconosci  in  questo 
amplesso  una  madre  (“Reeognize  a  mother 
in  this  hug”)  soars  around  the  eonerete  and 
glass  spaee. 

Preparing  for  the  New  Year’s  Eve 
opening  of  Figaro  means  hours  of  rehearsal 
with  Mozart’s  eomplex  musie  and  all 
of  the  Italian  lyries,  but  Mark  Beudert, 
Eugene  Opera’s  exeeutive  direetor,  says 
this  year’s  east  eouldn’t  be  better.  They’re 
professional,  he  says,  and  “they’re  just 
sharp.” 

Figaro'^  book  and  musie  make  a 
eomplex  but  enjoyable  pieee  to  wateh 
(and,  of  eourse,  hear).  Beudert  says  that 
the  prineipals  and  ehorus  must  remain 


alert  and  engaged  at  all  times.  “You  always 
have  to  think  when  you  do  Mozart,  and 
you  always  have  to  be  alive  beeause  he’s 
always  alive,”  Beudert  says,  adding  that 
this  is  a  joy  rather  than  a  struggle. 

Figaro,  a  satire  about  aristoeratie 
behavior  and  a  nigh-on  Shakespearean 
eomedy  of  mistaken  identities,  runs 
the  gamut  from  slapstiek  to  poignant 
meditations  on  aging  and  the  loss  of  love. 
Figaro  serves  as  the  head  of  staff  to  the 
perfidious  Count  Almaviva,  and  various 
eharaeters  set  into  motion  the  sexual 
maehinations  of  a  debauehed  1 8th-eentury 
household.  Seeret  notes,  daring  last- 
minute  eseapes  and  more  make  the  plot 
nervewraekingly  ridieulous,  something  like 
a  modem  movie  faree  but  with  ineredible 
musie.  “People  should  eome  in  wanting  to 
be  entertained,”  Beudert  says. 

Mueh  of  that  entertainment  flows  from 
the  skills  of  the  prineipals,  who  move 
nimbly  among  seenes,  know  their  bloeking 
eold  and  seem  perfeetly  eomfortable  aeting, 
singing  and  daneing  as  I  wateh  rehearsal. 

Those  prineipals  inelude  soprano  Kelly 
Kaduee  as  the  most  sympathetie  eharaeter 
of  all.  Countess  Almaviva.  Kaduee,  a 
rising  star  in  the  tight-knit  opera  world, 
performed  in  Portland  Opera’s  La  Boheme 


in  September,  and  Oregonian  elassieal 
musie  eritie  David  Stabler  wrote,  “It 
was  Kelly  Kaduee,  who  sang  Mimi  with 
gorgeous,  open  lyrieism,  who  made  the 
magie  happen.”  Lee  Gregory  plays  Figaro, 
and  those  who  attended  last  Mareh’s  Don 
Giovanni  will  remember  Gregory  as  an 
exeellent  Leporello  (he’s  also  married  to 
Kaduee,  whieh  didn’t  hurt  in  the  reemiting 
proeess).  Baritone  Christopher  Burehett 
(Masetto  in  Mareh’s  Don  Giovanni)  plays 
a  fit,  tightly  wound  Count,  whose  jealousy, 
desire  and  regret  eonsume  him.  Rounding 
out  the  list:  Eugene  Opera  faves  Joelle 


Harvey  as  Susanna  and  Amanda  Crider  as 
Chembino,  popular  and  funny  eharaeter 
singer  Jason  Ferrante,  UO  prof  and 
early  musie  expert  Nieholas  Isherwood, 
Glimmerglass  and  Seattle  Opera  Young 
Artist  Margaret  Gawrysiak  and  loeal  faves 
Sandy  Naishtat  and  Brooke  Cagno. 

For  those  with  kids,  the  Eugene  Opera 
has  a  speeial  Jan.  2  performanee  ealled 
''Figaro  for  the  Family,”  in  whieh  young 
ones  ean  learn  the  plot  and  a  little  bit  of 
the  musie  as  well  as  details  about  the 
set,  eostumes,  bloeking  and  more  before 
intermission.  After  intermission,  the  full 
east  eomes  out  to  give  the  kids  a  rousing 
finish  with  Aet  IV,  when  all  of  the  eouples 
find  some  way  to  reunite  in  the  Count’s 
garden.  Tiekets  to  the  family  performanee 
won’t  break  the  bank  at  $18  for  adults  and 
$9  for  ehildren. 

Though  the  full  opera  ean  be  rather  long 
—  the  UO’s  performanee  at  LCC  a  few 
years  ago  tested  audienee  patienee  with 
three  lengthy  intermissions  — Beudert 
says  direetor  Bowie  and  eonduetor  Bisantz 
know  how  to  tighten  everything  up.  After  a 
run-through  on  Dee.  20,  Beudert  says,  “the 
report  was  2  hours  and  59  minutes  with 
a  25 -minute  intermission.”  Completely 
doable. 

Considering  the  number  and  range 
of  arias  (like  Non  piu  andrai,  popular  in 
eartoons  but  still  splendid)  and  reeitatives, 
not  to  mention  the  eomplexity  of  the  story, 
that  run  time  signals  an  exeeptionally  tight 
show.  The  musie  begins  with  a  weleome 
familiarity:  Most  of  the  audienee  will  know 
Figaro'^  overture  from  eountless  movies 
and  TV  shows,  not  to  mention  high  sehool 
symphony  programs. 

Familiar  loeal  faees  line  the  ehorus, 
and  Beudert  makes  a  point  to  say  that  the 
Eugene  Opera  feels  “very  eonseious  of 
our  plaee  in  the  eommunity.”  At  rehearsal, 
as  stage  manager  Christopher  Staub  fixes 
a  fan  for  one  performer,  staples  up  paper 
and  answers  questions  from  everyone,  the 
rains  begin  outside,  but  the  performers 
stay  warm  and  foeused  on  their  task. 
“The  proeess  is  just  the  way  I  like  it,  no 
hysteria,”  Beudert  says,  “and  the  produet 
is  great.”  BW

The  City  and  the  City 

Jonathan  Lethem  takes  Mahattan 


In  the  space  of  two  books 
—  1999’s  detective  tale 
Motherless  Brooklyn 
and  2003 ’s  The  Fortress 
of  Solitude,  a  dense  and 
magical  story  about  grow¬ 
ing  up,  the  ’70s,  race, 
comic  books,  gentrification, 
more  —  Jonathan  Lethem 
became  a  Brooklyn  writer. 

He  was  so  wedded  to 
Brooklyn  that  his  Fortress 
follow-up.  You  Don 't  Love 
Me  Yet,  felt  awkward,  in 
part,  just  because  it  was  set 
in  California.  It  was  Lethem  on  vacation. 

In  Chronic  City  (Doubleday,  $27.95), 
Lethem  crosses  the  bridge  to  Manhattan, 
a  place  that  sustains  countless  versions  of 
itself:  “Live  in  a  Manhattan  of  your  own 
devising,  a  bricolage  of  the  right  bagel  and 
the  right  whitefish,  even  if  from  different 
shops,”  the  book’s  narrator,  former  child  star 
Chase  Insteadman,  thinks.  The  Manhattan  in 
which  Chase  lives  is  full  of  distance  and  half- 
truths;  when  we  meet  Chase,  he’s  doing  the 
voiceover  for  a  DVD,  acting  as  the  deceased 
director  by  reading  statements  the  director 
made  in  old  interviews.  His  is  life  is  largely 
defined  by  his  fiancee,  Janice  Tmmbull,  an 
astronaut  whose  space  station  is  trapped  by 
Chinese  mines.  Her  letters  to  him,  censored 


by  mission  control,  appear 
in  the  War  Free  version 
of  The  New  York  Times. 
Chase’s  world  is  reshaped 
when  he  meets  Perkus 
Tooth,  a  former  rock 
critic  whose  wide-ranging 
monologues  are  peppered 
with  real  and  fictional 
pop  cultural  references: 
Marlon  Brando,  Gnuppets, 
Twilight  Zone  episodes, 
Steve  Martin  movies,  the 
controlling  nature  of  The 
New  Yorker'^  font.  The 
first  time  Chase  hangs  out  with  Perkus,  he 
muses  afterwards  about  whether  they  could 
really  have  talked  about  as  many  things  as 
he  thinks  they  talked  about  in  the  span  of  one 
evening. 

It’s  a  fair  question  for  Lethem ’s  novel, 
as  well:  Can  he  really  have  packed  this 
dizzying,  endlessly  referential  story,  this 
Manhattan  that  exists  and  doesn’t,  into  the 
space  of  one  novel?  Can  467  pages  contain 
a  building-destroying  tiger  that  may  be 
two  stories  tall  or  may  be  a  rogue  machine, 
originally  imported  to  dig  the  Second 
Avenue  subway  line;  a  Second  Life-type 
game  called  Yet  Another  World  that  contains 
treasures  so  compelling  they  beckon 
to  people  who  don’t  even  known  their 


provenance;  a  ghostwriter  whose  own  self 
is  elusive,  ravenlike  and  utterly  appealing 
to  Chase;  or  even  Chase  and  Perkus,  their 
strange  and  touching  friendship  cemented 
with  pot,  cheeseburgers  and  a  lengthy 
quest  for  truth,  authenticity,  something  that 
might  dull  the  urge  to  crown  things  with  a 
“mystical  halo  of  interpretation”? 

It  can.  Chronic  City  invents  yet  another 
Manhattan,  one  in  which  former  broadsheet- 
penners  live  on  the  Upper  East  Side  and  rich 
socialites  turn  old  apartment  buildings  into 
homes  for  dogs,  where  the  mayor’s  aide 
and  the  former  child  star  might  know  more 
about  the  truth  of  things  than  the  people  who 
appear  to  know  and  where  lower  Manhattan, 
covered  in  a  gray  fog  for  some  time,  only 
has  a  gaping  hole  in  it  because  an  artist 


put  one  there.  Lethem  has  doubled  back 
on  himself,  pairing  his  most  speculative 
notions,  his  most  Gibsonesque  curiosities, 
with  the  sometimes  unlikely  reality  of  New 
York  City,  from  its  subways  to  its  street 
merchants  to  its  diners  and  hot  dog  stands 
and  cafes.  Lethem’s  fictional  New  York, 
populated  with  characters  who  wonder  if 
they’re  living  in  a  simulacrum,  is  as  real  a 
version  of  the  city  as  anyone  else’s,  a  place 
made  up  of  memories,  stories,  reflections 
and  ideas,  some  real,  some  false,  but  all 
woven  into  one  unexpectedly  warm  and 
oddly  personal  whole.  “To  whom  does  New 
York  City  belong?”  one  character  wonders. 
To  the  writers,  the  dogs,  the  socialites,  the 
readers,  the  birds  the  homeless  guy  in  the 
alley.  To  everyone.  BW 


Pink,  Poignant  and  Fun 

LUV  YA  BUNCHES  fiction  by  Lauren  Myracle.  Amulet  Books,  2009.  $15.95. 

bought  Lauren  Myracle  (ttyl,  Rhymes  with  WitchesYs  new  book 
because  of  Scholastic  Book  Fairs'  censorshop:  One  of  the  fifth- 
graders  in  the  book  has  two  mommies,  so  no  kids  (including 
those  with  two  mommies,  two  daddies,  etc.)  get  to  buy  it  in  their 
elementary  schools.  But  parents,  straight  or  lesbian,  play  tiny  roles 
in  this  funny,  poignant,  smart  piece  of  writing. 

Four  girls  starting  fifth  grade  have  to  deal  with  a  super-mean  girl 
and  also  their  own  challenges,  which  they  hide  from  each  other  to 
varying  degrees  of  success.  Though  the  denouement  appears  a  bit  too  guickly  and  with 
too  much  glee  about  revenge,  Luv  Ya  Bunches  otherwise  treats  10-  and  11-year-olds  as  the 
developing  individuals  they  are,  learning  about  themselves,  moral  choices,  friendship  and 
responsibility.
